Editor, Bulletin—I have read 
with great interest the letter writ- 
ten by Mrs. F. L. Hawthorne to 
your paper and_ published on 
Wednesday, August 8th, regarding 
her two-year-old son said to have 
been suffering from “polio” and 
to have been cured by chiroprac- 
tic. I see no logical reason why 
this should not be so and at any 
rate orthodox medicine should 
consider it as a possible curative 
means when it involves the saving 
of life and when they themselves 
know little or nothing about it 

I may sound a little prejudiced 
perhaps, but I have myself de- 
rived great benefit from chiro- 
practic adjustments. In any event 
I feel that there is a necessity for 
all engaged in the Christian act of 
healing to get together instead of 
being a “house divided against 
itself."

The futility of Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain's efforts at 
appeasing Adolf Hitler 10 years 
ago and so achieving “peace in 
our time” pivoted on a fact which 
wasn't realized even by German 
officialdom at the beginning of 
the negotiations at Berchtesgaden 
over the Fuehrer’s demands on 
Czechoslovakia, 

This was that Hitler already 
had evil designs for large-scale 
conquest, It was only recently 
that this was made known to me 
by Dr. Erich Kordt, who at the 
time of the negotiations was chief 
of the German foreign office sec- 
retariat and now is a professor in 
the University of Munich, 

Dr. Kordt told me it was Hit- 
ler’s brutal dealing with Cham- 
beriain at Godesberg (the second 
conference) which tipped the Nazi 
chief's hand to his executives 
At that moment the Fuchrer 
wanted not a settlement but a 
“little war” to enhance his pres- 
tige and so planned an assault 
on Czechoslovakia, The “big war” 
would come later, 

The upshot of the historic par- 
ley at Berchtesgaden had been 
that the prime minister took back 
to Britain Hitler's daring and sav- 
age demand that he be allowed 
to annex the Czechoslovakian Su- 
deteniand inhabited by Germans 
There followed the momentous 
meeting between Chamberlain 
and French Premier Edouard Da- 
ladier in London Sept, 19—mo- 
mentous because the trend of 
world destiny resied in the hands 
of two men, Wishfully thinking 
they clung to the idea of placating 
Hitler 

Their decision apparently was 
to drop all resistance to part, or 
all, of the dictator's demands on 
Czechoslovakia, They hoped to 
get in return a general European 
setement. Ip aby event, the two-

serve the unity of Czecnoslovakia 


as then constituted, The little 
new republic Was to be sold 
down the river in the supposed 


interests of peace 

On Sept, 21 the Czechoslovakia 
government, feeling deserted and 
alone, announced acceptance of 
the Anglo-French plans for meet- 
ing Hitler's demands 

Thus jit came about that Sept 
22 Ghamberlain flew to 
berg on the Rhine to try to buy 
European peace at Czechoslova- 
kia's expense, A week earlier 
when he left for Berchtessaden 
great throngs had cheered him 
as the emissary of peace, setting 
Out for Godesberg he was booed 
by one person in the crowd ga- 
thed in front of his Downing 
street residence, Several clapped 
hands, but nobody cheered 

The conference was faced with

Alternative 
To Conflict 


James Roosevelt has inherited 
at least a part of his great 
father’s genius. He has felt to the 
very heart of the war threat, in 
one respect, 

The greatest task facing the 
next president of the US, he 
says, will be to find ways of get- 
ting to the great masses of the 
Soviet peoples, 

He suggests that U.S, planes 
should fly over Russia dropping 
millions of leaflets with the Am- 
erican message to the Soviet peo- 
ples. He foresees that this move 
would be resisted by the Stalin 
government and that some U.S. 
planes might be shot down, 

This seems to me the first faint 
glow of light before the dawn of 
returning common sense, I! the 
U.S. government has anything td 
offer to the peoples of the Soviet 
—except to be annihilated by 
atom bombs in that world war 
three—then now.is the time to 
speak, But has it? 

Likewise—if the Moscow gov- 
ernment has anything to offer to 
the ordinary people of the U.S, 
Canada and Britain—except more 
of the hard-botled cold war poli- 
cies which are one of the two 
claws of the pincers in which 
humanity is caught—now is the 
time to speak out, 


Course 
Of War 


For anyone who doubts that we 
are very, very close to the edge 
of the precipice of disaster I 
recommend reading “If War 
Comes,” by the Alsop brothers. 
It appears in the September issue 
of the Saturday Evening Post. 

The Alsops are known to have 
the inside track to the highest 
circles of the U.S, government 
We can therefore accept their 
forecast of what would happen 
as being in line with the most 
authoritative thought in the U.S 
army, navy and state depart- 
ments. 

Here, say the Alsops, is what 
the U.S. big shots figure would 
happen in the event of war: 

The Red Army would quickly 
overrun all of Western Europe, 
most of Asia Minor, and make it 
impossible for the U.S. to estab- 
lish bases in Africa 

The Russian submarine threat 
would be at least as serious as 
the German threats were in the 
first two world wars. 

The Americans would never- 
theless be able — by the 
use of “absolute weapons” like

the atom bomb, to destroy Rus» 
sia’s War power, 

That analysis seems to me the 
prize mixture of sense and insan- 


ity that I have seen. I do not 
believe that there is a single 
military expert of any standing 
in any country who does not 
know that in event of war the 
Red Army would reach the west- 
ern tip of the European mainland 
in a matter of weeks, maybe 
days. 

According to Art Irwin, editor 
of MacLean's Magazine, the only 
argument within the ranks of the 
U.S. military brass hats in Eur- 
ope is whether the Red Army 
could or could not be stopped on 
the northern mountainous border 
of Spain, 


Peace 
Plan 


Such a war would quickly set- 
tle down into an eagle-and-whale 
versus the bear affair, The idea 
that Russia could be knocked out 
of the War by atom bombs seems 
to me silly to the point of insan- 
ity, A more likely effect, in my 
opinion, would be to solidify the 
peoples of the Soviet behind 
their government, at least to the 
extent of repelling atomic at- 
tacks, 

Either to prevent a wat—or to 
win it if it does come—there is 
only one possible effective weap- 
on for the U.S. and whatever al- 
lies she may be able to muster, 
that is the promulgation of a 
political plan which people of 
goowill and intelligence in ALL 
countries can whole-heartedly 
support, The need is for a peace 
plan—not war plan. 

There is only one road to world 
peace—that js, by substituting 
world law, made by a democrat- 
ically elected international par- 
liament, for big-nation politics, 
Even now, we might stil] avert 
that world war three by laying 
the foundations of the future 
“parliament of mankind,” 

But if both Russia and the 
U.S.A. continue to block such a 
step—the one positively, the 
other negatively—then we shall 
sooner or later get that “next 
war.” No living man can forsee 
the outcome—but there Is no bet- 
ter guess as to what would 
likely happen than jn Hon, W. D. 
Herridge's amazing prophecy of 
1943, “Which Kind of Revolu- 
tion?”

When stored in an outside cooler 
or out of doors in the wintter, they 
should be used by the next day 
at the latest 

An important thing to remember 
is not to store frozen foods at room 
temperature. 

Once they are thawed, 
should not be refrozen. 

As far as cooking frozen vege- 
tables is concerned, remember not 
to overcook.
